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This is a decision on the petition under the unintentional provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b), filed 
May 5, 2008, to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application became abandoned for failure to file a timely and proper reply within the 
meaning of 37 CFR 1.1 13 to the final Office action of October 16, 2007. The proposed reply 
required for consideration of a petition to revive must be a Notice of Appeal (and appeal fee 
required by 37 CFR 41.20(b)(2), an amendment that prima facie places the application in 
condition for allowance, a Request for Continued Examination and submission (37 CFR 1.1 14), 
or the filing of a continuing application under 37 CFR 1.53(b). See MPEP 71 1.03(c)(III)(A)(2). 
Petitioner obtained an extension of time for response within the third month pursuant to the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). Accordingly, the date of abandonment of this application is 
April 17, 2008. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on April 25, 2008. 

In response to the final Office action, petitioner filed an amendment and a request for an 
extension of time for response within the third month (and fee) on April 16, 2008. The Examiner 
reviewed the amendment of April 16, 2008, and determined that the amendment did not place the 
application in condition for allowance, as stated in the Advisory Action of April 24, 2008. On 
May, 2008, petitioner submitted the present petition, a request for continued examination (RCE), 
and the requisite fees. 
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The petition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) in that petitioner has supplied (1) the 
reply in the form of a RCE (and fee) and the submission required by 37 CFR 1.114; (2) the 
petition fee; and (3) a proper statement of unintentional delay.
